Mr. F. J. Hulaniski, 
Editor Daily News: 
Dear Friend Hulaniski: 

Thanks for your kind words in this 
morning’s News about me. But those 
words cannot blot out entirely from my 
memory your editorial of Sunday morning 
about Monkeys and Bolsheviks. | would 
like, therefore, to say a few words in re- 
ply. : 

The obvious purpose of your ‘editorial 
was to ridicule the Darwinian theory of 
evolution, and to create the impression 
that because Socialists generally accept 
that theory, they are, therefore, atheists 
and infidels. You specifically mentioned 
my name as an example . of a Socialist 
who ‘‘has no more religion than ‘a rab- 
bit.’’ 

Now, I shall not attempt to defend the 
theory of evolution. That would benoa 
waste of time and energy, for that theory 
needs no defense today. Evolution is no 
longer regarded as a THEORY by sei 
entific and learned men of today; it is 
accepted as an established FACT... It is 
so taught in every High school, College, 
and University in the civilized world 
(with the possible exception of a few 
orthodox religious schools) and EVERY 
scientist, worthy of the name, accepts it. 
Furthermore, I might add, tens of thou- 
sands of Christian ministers today frank 
ly confess that they believe in the Dar- 
winian theory of evolution. In all the 
modern, progressive theological semina- 
ries religion is interpreted in terms of 
evolution. I personally spent several 
months in the seminary, and I know what 
I am talking about. 

The only religious people who refuse to 
believe in evolution today are the moss- 
backs, who insist that every word 
in the Bible is inspired and _ infallible, 
from ‘‘kiver to kiver.’’ But few people 
today accept the Bible as inerrant from 
cover to cover. We of today know that 
there are historical, scientific, and*moral 
mistakes in the Bible. But that is no rea- 
son why we should throw it overboard. 
The Bible is a wonderful book. It econ- 
tains some of the finest poctry and prose 
in all the world’s literature. And the 
matchless grandeur of Jesus Christ shines 
out through the New Testament like a 
marvelous, illuminating light. 

Mr. Editor, I deny that all Socialists 
are atheists and infidels. I, personally, 
who you say ‘‘has no more religion than 
a rabbit,’? hold membership in GOOD 
STANDING in TWO Chuistian churches. 
I gm a member, in good and regular 
vtanding, in the First Baptist church. of 
Los Gatos, Cal., and also am a member of 


injustice and oppression. What the radi- 
cals object to ig NOT Christianity, but the 
abuse of Christianity by some of its pro- 
fessed followers. 

In all my experience in the radical 
movement, Mr. Editor, I have NEVER 
ONCE ‘heard a Socialist say anything 
mean or contemptible about Jesus Christ! 
Socialists look upon Jesus Christ as a 
brave and good man, who was regarded 
ag a radical and a revolutionist in his 
day, and who was murdered by the hire- 
lings of the social and religious system 
of that day. We love and honor'the mem- 
ory of that noble soul whose goodness and 
purity has made his name synonymous 
with all that is lovely and beautiful in 
character. We hail the man of Nazereth 
as our comrade, and fellow-revolutionist. 

Suppose Jesus were here today? Do you 
think he would he found among the self- 
satisfied and complacent bourgeois cir- 
cles? No. He would be found in the fore- 
most ranks of this great movement for 
social justice and right. 

Were Jesus here today he would be re- 
garded just as he was regarded two thou- 
sand years ago; viz., as a dangerous an- 
archist and bolsheVik. Do you think for 
a single moment, Mr. Kditor, that Jesus 
Christ would participate in the present 
lying campaign of mud-slinging and 
slander carried on by. the big newspapers 
and other organs of capitalism against 
the workers’ and peasauts’ government 
af Russia? Would he help spread any of 
these vicious and unfounded stories about 
the Soviets? No, I do not believe he 
would. He would watch with sympathy 
and understanding this magnificent at- 
tempt to establish social and industrial 
democracy! But what are his professed 
followers doing? Many of them are stab- 
hing Soviet Russia in the back. 

Mr. Editor, the bolsheviki have not de- 
stroyed religion in Russia. Before the 
Revolution there was little or no religious 
freedom in Russia. The Greek Catholic 
church was the State chureh—the Chureh 
of the Czar-and no one else was permit- 
ted ot worship God differently, But the 
Soviets have separated Church from 
State, and have established absolute re- 
ligious freedom. The constitution of the 
Russian Socialist Federative Sovict  Re- 
public, Article 2, paragraph 14, says: 
“Wor the purpose of securing to the toil- 
ers real freedom of conscience, the church 
is to be separated from the state and the 
school from the chureh, and the RIGHT 
of religious and anti-religious propaganda 
is accorded to every citizen.’’ 

That doesn’t sound so bad, does it? 
That’s exactly what we have today in 
America; viz. perfect right to carry on
